WITH THE BRITISH TANKS 
ATPACKING THE ENEMY CEN- 
TRE, Egypt, July 22.—(BUP)— 
(Delayed)—Imperial infantry and 
tanks are rolling westward over 
this shell-blasted, smoking battle- 
field, littered with burning trucks, 
twisted, charred guns and gutted 
dumps. 

By scores. the tanks are moving 
forward in the biggest British attack

Doing Big Business 


Edmonton's street railway carried 
more people last week than it ever carried 
in a week before, 482,311. For Fair week 
last year the figures were 398,092. Only 
when the King and Queen came to the city 
in 1939 did the cars carry more passengers 
in a day than they carried last Saturday. 

Last week's showing is remarkable 
only for the amount of the gain, not be- 
cause there was a gain. Week by week 
the traffic is running well over that of last 
year. The six-month increase is more than 
18 per cent, and for the year may run 
beyond 3,000,000 passengers, bringing the 
total beyond the 20,000,000 mark. 

This supports the view that 1942 
traffic may prove good enough that the 
system will pay its way, all charges taken 
care of, without the increase in fares pro- 
posed a few months ago. There is further 
support for this hope in the fact that Cal- 
gary’s street railway did better, by 300 
per cent, in the first six months of the 
year than it was expected to do. 

War restrictions on motor cars are 
proving a great boon to street railway 
systems everywhere. Edmonton's system, 
which carries passengers for the lowest 
fare on the continent, is sharing in the 
benefits. 


The Communist Party Ban 


A committee of the House of Com- 
mons has recommended that the bar on 
the Communist party be lifted. The party 
was declared illegal two years ago on the 
ground that it aimed at hindering Can- 
ada’s war effort. Adoption of the com- 
mittee report would restore the organiza- 
tion to legality. 

When the party was declared illegal 
Russia was an economic partner of Ger- 
many. The presumption was that because 
of this alliance, the Communist party of 
Canada was in sympathy with the enemy 
and likely to carry on propaganda which 
would interfere with the prosecution of 
the war policy. 

This suspicion no longer attaches to 
Canadian Communists. Russia is now one 
of the Allied nations, bound like each of 
the others to not promote or encourage 
interference in the internal affairs of its 
allies. In accepting the Atlantic Charter 
Russia. thus cut Communists in the other 
countries adrift. They now stand on their 
own, without support or incitement from 
Moscow. 

This being so, it would be inconsistent 
to continue to treat Communists in Can- 
ada as enemy sympathizers because of 
their creedal views. If their regard for 
Russia formerly made them antagonistic 
to the democracies, that same regard 
must now impel them to do everything 
possible to support the cause in which 
Russia is enlisted. 

Lifting the ban on the party would 
not commit parliament, nor any member, 
nor any private citizen to communism. It 
would simply recognize that the suspicion 
which existed in 1940 has no basis in the 
facts of today. 

This does not mean that the 75 Com- 
munists who have been interned would be 
automaticaly released. They were not 
interned because they had been believers 
in communism, but because they had 
pursued a course which was threatening 
to Canadian institutions, Their only claim 
to release is the merits of their individual 
cases, 


The Russian Front 


While it is a matter about which lay- 
men can only guess, they have some 
grounds to surmise that things have not 
been going as badly with Russia as the 
Nazi ramp into the Don valley indicates 
and as the correspondents impressed by 
the far advance of the Hitler forces have 
been led to suppose. 

It is to be noted that while Moscow 
despatches have stressed the gravity of 
the situation, these have come from non- 
official sources. So far as known neither 
Stalin nor Molotoff has expressed alarm 
at the course of events. 

These are the men who speak for 
Russia and tell the Governments of Rus- 
sia’s allies how the fight there is going. 
They spoke openly last fall when the Red 
armies needed munitions—and got them. 
They are in closer collaboration with 
London and Washington now than they 
were eight months ago, and have even 
Stronger right to expect that an appeal 
Say for a second front—would be met at 
any cost and at almost any risk 

M. Litvinoff is reported to have told 
President Roosevelt on Tuesday that the 
time has come to launch an attack on 
Germany from the west. How strongly he 
urged the point that Russia needs this 
diversion will be gathered from what 
London and Washington do in the imme- 
diate future. Meanwhile there is ground 
to hope with some assurance that the 
position of Russia is not as bad as it looks. 

This surmise is supported by two 
Significant-looking facts. One is that all 
the men and machines Hitler could cram 
into the limited front he selected for at- 
tack have not been able to break through 
the Russian line and destroy the Red 
armies. Berlin has not even been claiming, 
as it boasted last summer, that great
